, who  take  part  to  assume  the  leader- 
ship of  and  direct  various  activities  in 
their  respective  localities  on  returning 
home.  No  fee  whatsoever  is  charged 
at  any  of  the  courses.  It  is  free  to 
i all.  Officials  in  charge  have  com- 
piled lists  of  numerous  boarding  and 
rooming  places  for  the  convenience  of 
those  who  will  have  to  stay  in  Provo 
during  the  week. 

As  the  tentative  program  has  been 
drawn  up,  there  will  be  five  full  days 
of  intensive  instruction  in  various  lines 
with  a free  general  entertainment 
e'very  night.  At  9:30  each  morning, 
classes  will  begin  and  continue  until 
12:30  when  an  hour  will  be  taken  for 
lunch.  From  1:30  to  3:00  p.  m,,  a 
general  assembly  will  be  held  for  all 
in  College  Hall.  Courses  of  instruc- 
tion will  then  follow  until  5:30  p.  m. 
when  a social  hour  will  be  given  in 
the  ladies’  gymnasium.  All  are  in- 
vited to  take  part  at  this  daily  affair. 
At  8:00  p.  m.  every  evening,  a free 
general  entertainment  has  been  ar- 
ranged for. 

Provisions  have  been  made  to  pro- 
vide free  cots  and  blankets  in'  the 
Maeser  building  for  all  those  who 
enter  the  scouting  course.  Scout  Ex- 
ecutives, Oscar  A.  Kirkham  of  Salt 
Lake,  and  A.  A.  Anderson  of  Provo, 
have  recently  returned  from  an  inten- 
sive scout  training  course  in  Oakland, 
California  and  will  be  able  to  make 
this  a very  helpful  and  instructive 
course  for  all  those  interested  in  scout 
work. 

The  courses  in  Community  planning 
will  be  especially  helpful  to  all  town 
and  city  officials  and  also  all  com- 
mercial club  secretaries.

Dr.  Eyring  Sends 
Thesis  for  Acceptance 

The  thesis  prepared  by  Professor 
Carl  F.  Eyring  for  the  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Philosophy  was  sent  a few 
days  ago  to  Pasadena  for  acceptance. 
Dr.  Eyring’s  subject  is,  “Pulling 
Electrons  out  of  Metals  by  Intense 
Electrical  Fields.”  It  is  extremely 
technical  and  worked  out  in  consider- 
able detail.  The  material  involved 
was  virtually  accepted  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Institute  of  Technology  before 
he  left  there  last  spring.  The  other 
work,  performed  while  he  was  in  at- 
tendance  at  the  school,  was  all  re- 
ceived favorably,  and  the  degree  will 
doubtlessly  be  officially  conferred  at 
the  annual  commencement  exercises 
next  June.  Dr.  Snow  will  receive  his 
degree  officially  at  the  same  time.  Dr. 
Eyring  has  not  yet  received  word  that 
his  thesis  has  been  accepted  but  he 
expects  notice  to  that  effect  within 
two  or  three  days. 

Professor  Eyring  is  pleased  with 
the  arrangement  of  the  book  in  final 
form.

MR.  E.  A.  MORGAN 
OF  0.  Y.  U.  ENGLISH 
DEPARTMENT  DIES 


Finally  Succumbs  to  Attack 
of  Pneumonia  at  Home  in 
Spanish  Fork;  Formerly 
Taught  in  High  Schools 


A sad  event  to  occur  during  the 
holidays  was  the  death  of  Professor 
Edward  A.  Morgan  at  Spanish  Fork 
on  Sunday,  December  23rd.  Mr. 
Morgan  had  been  suffering  for  some 
time  with  kidney  trouble,  though  not 
allowing  it  to  interfere  with  his  work. 
He  was  at  school  Monday,  December 
17th,  but  contracted  pneumonia  and 
was  not  able  to  leave  home  again.  In 
his  previously  weakened  condition  he 
succumbed  to  the  attack.  The  faculty 
and  students  with  who  he  had  worked 
received  the  news  in  sorrow. 

Funeral  services  were  held  Wednes- 
day, the  day  after  Christmas,  in  the 
Spanish  Fork  Third  Ward  Chapel 
with  almost  the  entire  faculty  in  at- 
tendance. The  speakers  representing 
the  B.  Y.  U.  were,  President-Emeritus 
Brimhall,  President  Harris,  and  Pro- 
fessor Ed.  M.  Rowe,  who  had  been  a 
life-long  friend  of  Mr.  Morgan.

EATING  FOR  PROFIT 


IV.— SUGAR— ITS  USE  AND 
ABUSE 


EFFIE  WARNICK 

It  takes  eighty-five  pounds  of  sugar 
a year  to  satisfy  the  sweet  tooth  of 
the  average  individual  in  the  United 
States.  Sweets  are  such  favorite 
articles  of  food  that  there  is  danger 
of  over-eating  them  and  thus  causing 
the  body  to  suffer  from  lack  of  other 
kinds  of  necessary  foods. 

When  we  speak  of  sugar  we  gener- 
ally mean  the  refined  product  made 
from  the  juke  of  the  sugar  beet  or 
sugar  cane.  It  is  95  per  cent  to  99 
per  cent  pure  and  contains  no  other 
food  principles.  It  is  entirely  lack- 
ing in  vitamins,  minerals,  protein, 
starch  or  fat.  This  is  not  the  case 
with  the  unrefined  sugars  such  as 
molasses  and  honey.  These  contain 
valuable  mineral  elements  in  connec- 
tion with  some  proteins. 

Sugar  is  a carbohydrate  and  pro- 
duces heat  and  energy  more  quickly 
than  does  any  other  food.  In  cases 
of  great  physical  strain  it  has  been 
used  effectively  in  relieving  fatigue. 
Its  digestion  is  a simple  matter  but 
goes  on  only  in  the  intestines. 

The  ill-effects  of  over-eating  sugar 
are,  first,  fermentation  in  the  stomach, 
since  no  digestion  of  sugar  occurs 
there;  Second,  rapid  eating  of  sugar 
or  sweets  may  cause  such  a concen- 
trated solution  to  form  in  the  stom- 
ach that  the  juices  are  extracted  from 
the  tissues  and  irritation  results.  This 
is  the  case  when  one  feels  sick  from 
eating  candy;  it  may  be  relieved  by 
drinking  water  which  dilutes  the  solu- 
tion. Third,  unless  great  care  is  ex- 
ercised, the  excess  of  sugar  may  cause 
decay  of  the  teeth.  The  mouth  is  warm 
and  the  sugar  is  soon  changed  to  an 
acid  which  attacks  the  unprotected 
parts  of  the  teeth  near  the  gums. 
Teeth  should  always  be  well  cleaned 
after  eating  any  foods  rich  in  sugar, 
or  starch.  Fourth,  a serious  indict- 
ment against  sugar  is  that  it  satisfies 
the  longing  for  food  very  quickly  and 
antagonizes  the  system  towards  other 
foods  that  are  absolutely  necessary  to 
health  and  vigor.  For  this  reason 
sweets  should  never  be  eaten  between 
or  just  before  meals.  The  body 
should  always  be  given  plenty  of 
minerals  and  vitamins  before  sugar  is 
served. 

Experiments  show  that  individuals 
who  live  an  active  out  door  life,  re- 
quiring considerable  energy,  can 
digest  from  three  to  five  ounces  of 
sugar  daily  without  difficulty.  An 
ounce  is  equal  to  two  level  table- 
spoons. The  less  active  individual 
typified  by  the  average  college  stu- 
dent should  eat  less.  Two  to  four 
tablespoonfulls  a day  are  sufficient  if 
one  wishes  to  avoid  digestion.  . The 
sugar  as  found  in  milk,  fruits,  dried 
and  fresh,  honey  and  molasses  is  most 
desirable,  concentrated  sweets  should 
be  used  sparingly. 

So,  to  conserve  your  health  and 
save  your  money,  spend  less  for 
sweets  and  more  for  milk  and  greens. 
Eat  more  of  the  natural  sweets,  honey 
and  fruits,  and  less  of  the  highly  con- 
centrated  forms.  Eat  candy  only  after 
meals.  Remember  your  maximutji 
limit  of  sugar,  or  its  equivalent  is  four 
tablespoons  full  a day  and  try  not  to 
exceed  the  limit.

POULSON  TALKS 
AT  SCIENCE  CLUB 


“Shell  Shock  and  Causes  of  Hys- 
teria,” was  the  subject  of  a special 
lecture  given  by  Professor  M.  W. 
Poulson  at  the  second  meeting  of  the 
Faculty  Science  Club  held  in  the  lab- 
oratory of  Psychology,  Wednesday, 
December  19  at  5:30  p.  m. 

“Hysteria,”  Professor  Poulson  ex- 
plained, “is  a mental  condition  brought 
on  by  suggestion  and  which  more  or 
less  independently  of  consciousness 
gives  rise  to  various  physical  symp- 
tons  which  are  curable  by  psychother- 
apy. 

During  the  war  excellent  opportun- 
ities were  afforded  for  studying  the 
nature  of  hysterical  maladies  of  vari- 
ous sorts.  Cases  of  cutaneous  insen- 
sibility, pain,  deafness  and  blindness 
have  been  cured  almost  miraculously 
by  sufficient  powerful  suggestions 
having  been  experienced  by  the  indi- 
vidual affected.  That  the  cures  were 
brought  about  entirely  by  such  means 
as  suggestion,  persuasion,  fake  opera- 
tion, reeducation,  etc.  is  regarded  as 
proof  that  the  disorders  were  func- 
tional rather  than  organic. 

A typical  case  reviewed  was  that  of 

private  W ■,  aged  22,  who  was 

wounded  in  the  back  of  the  head.  He 
was  unconscious  for  five  days.  A week 
or  so  later  he  was  found  to  be  com- 
pletely deaf  in  both  ears  and  blind, 
except  for  things  low  down  on  the 
right  side  (in  the  right  lower  quadrant 
of  the  field  of  vision).  The  physi- 
cians. regarded  the  deafness  as  hys- 
terical and  planned  a pseudo  opera- 
tion to  cure  it,  the  patient  being  told 
that  a cut  behind  his  ear  would  cer- 
tainly restore  his  hearing.  Nothing 
was  said  to  him  about  his  blindness 
which  was  regarded  as  organic.  The 
fake  operation  resulted  in  immediate 
improvement  in  his  hearing  and  quite 
unexpected  his  vision  became  absolu- 
tely normal. 

Other  cases  showed  that  where  some 
physical  injuries  occur  they  can  cause 
the  patients  to  cease  to  make  active 
efforts  to  see,  hear,  feel,  etc.,  and  can 
be  cured  by  psychotherapy. 

This  method  of  the  treatment  of 
some  diseases  by  controlling  the 
mental  processes  of  the  patient  lends 
possibilities  to  the  scientific  practi- 
tioneer  as  well  as  the  crude  and  ig- 
norant quack.
